WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—A wide- 
spread campaign. backed by pow- 
erful church organizations, is under 
way for the enactment of Sunday 
blue laws by Congress and Btate 
legislatures.

Under 
the direction of these organizations, 
strict Sunday observance bills are 
being pressed in the State legis- 
latures now in session while Con- 
grees is being urged to pass similar 
laws applying te the District of 
Columbia and interstate transpor- 
tation. The Methodist Sabbath 
Crusade has been given a hearing 
by the Senate Committee on the 
District of Columbia at which the 
crusaders submitted pleas for legis- 
lation prohibitory of all forms of 
labor on Sunday in the national 
capital. The purpose not only is 
to enforce Sunday observance by 
statute in Washington, but to fur- 
nish an example of enforced piety 
to other communities and a model 
of the legislation necessary to at- 
tain the desired end.

JOHN E. PLATER, 
CAPITALIST, DIES 


Pioneer Came West 
After Civil War 4 


Was Long Financial Leader 
of Southwest 


Funeral Will be Conducted 
Here Tomorrow 


John FE. Plater, pioneer Los An- 
geles banker and capitalist, died 
yesterday at his residence, 797 
West Twenty-eighth street, at the 


jage of 87 years: Mr. Plater re- 


tired from active bus-eness life about 
a decade ago, but until that time 
for many years had been a leader 
in the financial and commercial 
circles of Los Angeles. His health 
had bean failing fer the last two 


bral hemorrhage. 

Funeral services will be conduet- 
ed at 3 p.m. tomorrow from the 
family residence. The body will be 
cremated and the ashes placed in 
the family mausoleum at Sacra- 
mento, where Mrs. Plater’s body 
rests 

Mr. Plater was born June 10, 
1239, at Sotterley, St. Mary's coun- 
ty, Maryland. The family mansion 
was built upon @ tract of land 
which was an original grant from 
the King of England. The resi- 
dence was known as one of the 
oldest and handsomest in all the 
State, having been owned by many 
generations of Platers. It was 
named from the ancestral home in 
England. 

Mr. Plater was educated set 
Georgetown College, ere he was 
graduated in 1856. then went 


Baltimore, 
At the outbreak of the Civil War 
the young man entered the Con- 


lery. He saw service throughout 
the war, especially distinguishing 
rn at the Battle of Fredericks- 


ure. 

When the war ended Mr. Plater 
went West, arriv at Virginia 
City, Nev.. at the height of the 
Comstock lode excitement. He was 
the represéntative of the Califor- 
nia nk of San Francisco, and 
: handled its affairs during 
the stirring days following the 
‘Civil War. He next engaged in 
banking in Eureka. 

It was on January 3, 1883, that 
Mr. Plater arrived in Los Angeles. 
Here he purchased the Los An- 
geleg County Bank, which later 
became the Bank of America. He 
algo organized the Los Angeles Sav- 
ings Bank, of which he was pres- 
ident. ‘This eventually consolidated 
with the Security Savings Bank. 
Of this latter bank, Mr. Plater was 
second vice-president. 

When the California Club was 
forméd, Mr. Plater became one of 
its charter members. He also was 
@ member of the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce and for 
Many years was a communicant of 
St. Paul's Epigcopa! Cathedral. 

Mrs. Plater died in 1906 but Mr. 
Plater ig survived by two nieces, 
Miss Carrie T. Waddilove and Mrs. 
Ella W. Smith. Both resided wi 
Mr. Plater. 

Among friends Mr. Plater was 
knewn not only as a banker of 
keen business sagacity, but also as 
aman of unusually kind and gen- 
erous natare. It was his proudest 


never during his: lengthy business 
career had he found it necessary 
to foreclese ad mortgage. All the 
countless financial transactions he 
handled were settled without re- 
course to foreclosure, every means 
possible to prevent such action 
having been often taken by the 
pioneer banker.

ASKS FEDERAL DIVORCE BAN 


Evil Sapping Moral Stamina of America More Than 
Drink, Says Justice Morschauser 


WY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

NEW YORK, Feb. 6.—The rising evil.of divorce is sapping the 
moral stamina of America more than the drink evil, and should be 
abolished, Supreme Court Justice Morschauser, who presided at the 
Stillman divorce trial and the Rhinelander annulment suit, has as- 


serted 


In an interview appearing in 
forthcoming issue of Collier’s 
Weekly, Justice Morschauser says: 

“Divorce must go. We've got to 
abolish divorce just as we legally 
abolished boose. Hard drink and 
the saloon were cankers. We cut 
them out—legally. We'd have cut 
them out effectively if we had not 
gone to extremes. If the nation 
hes a right to regulate what its 
citizens shal) drink, then the na- 
tion has a right to say that mar- 
‘Tiage, of vastly more concern to 
the State than thirst, shall be 
what nature and civilization de- 
mand; a permanent, inviolable con- 
tract entered into between two 
rational beings. Economically, di- 
vorce is &@ menace, a worse menace 
than drink ever was.” 

Justice . Forschauser would tol- 
erate legal seperation In cases of 
mental infirmity or other serieus 
causes and annulments in cases of

It would be impoasible to de- 
vise any formula which would 
ratisfy all the demands of cal 
science upon the question of in- 
eanity in persons accused of crime, 
every “nut doctor” has his own 
pecullar method of reasoning about 
asserted insane people.

Commonly, we think of the 
sheep's side of shepherding—the 
protection, leadership and care be- 
stowed upon the sheep.

WHAT IT Costs 

At the moment, though, I am 
thinking of the shepherd's side of 
thepherding. It costs to be a good 
shepherd. First, there ix the lone- 
linees of it; he must walk a soli- 
tary way who would lead his sheep 
into green pastures and beside 
still waters. No whistle blows for 
the end of the shepherd's day, and 
mo trolley car bears him home, 
away from the scene of his labors. 

So much apart from their fel-

It may spoil the romance of 
the lovely pastora] to remind our- 
selves that the sheep is one of the 
stupidest of creatures. Helpless, 
defenseless, improvident. a sheep 
is always quick to do the wrong 
thing and to follow bad leader- 
ship. When the prophet said, “All 
we like sheep have gone astray,” 
he was doing more than recording 
the fact of. man's wanderings; in- 
Stead, he was accentuating the 
sheep-likeness of our sinning: our 
follow-the-leader silliness and lack 
ot originality; our absurd and un-< 
reesoning witlessness. 
_ This utter dependence of the 
sheep upon the shepherd holds 
true in the spiritual application of 
the parable. When the best we 
know our truest selves, all our 
Pride and conscious strength 
slough off, and we are as shecp, 
whose only hope and help is the 
shepherd of our souls. In #tter- 
most hours, the very strongest 
Christian confesses himself to be 
but “a sinner, saved by grace.” 
“All my trust on Thee stayed, 
All my help from Thee P bring.” 
Apart from Christ the Christian 
life .is nothing. Our only life is 
that which He imparts, anj ever 
more abundantly. “I am come 
that they may have'life:” the scuc- 
a of the shepherd is in the we!- 
ore of the sheep.

His 
the climax of our lesson, 
concerns the flock and not the 
fold: “Those also ithe ‘other 
sheep’) I must bring, and they will 
listen to my voice; and they shall 
soseege one flock under one shep- 
herd.” 

Here is all the difference fn the 
world, The unity is of the flock, 
and not of the fold. Ut is a fa- 
miliar sight in Palestine gor the 
sheep of many folds to be gathered 
into one flock for the day, and to 
feed together. Jesus represe 
Himeelf as the Good Shepherd w 
has gathered into one flock, un- 
der His own leadership, His sheep 
of «all folds and of none. eir 
oneness is in their obedience to 
Him. it is the shepherd who unites 
the sheep. And that ia the Chris- 
tian unity for which/we pray.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—Recent 
inquiries made at the Department 
of Commerce relative to a pubtic 
transeontinental radio telephone 
tyatem to compete with the line- 
telephone circuits, met with ap- 
proval in general, although offi- 
Cials doubt the practicability of 
such a system, utilizing present ap- 
parstus.

FEW FRENCH RADIO FANS | 


Rag Pickers in City’s Hovels Chief Enthaiasts 
American Finds on Trip 


(BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH} 
PARIS, Feb. 6.—Broadcast interest in France is quite nil, due 
to governmental restrictions, In part, the high cost of rather inferior 
apparatus and the general lack of appreciation of radio's possibilities. 


‘But there are some radio fans in¢ 


Parie—secores— where there are 
thousands in the metropolitan cen- 
ters of the United States. These 
residents represent all walks of 
life. The most amazing discovery 
by Eric Palmer, chief of the Freed- 
Eiseman Company, was that in the 
outskirts of the great city, in veri- 
table hovels, there live the people 
who apparently are most conscious 
of’the blessings of radio—the very 
poor who, up to the time when 


music came floating out of the air, 


had little or no enjoyment. 

It was surprising to find that in 
thatched huts little wire were 
strung on the roof and the out- 
side. Inside people were sitting 
evenings around their little crys- 
tal sets, rhade up of parts picked 


up on,the streets or in alleys.. 


Nowhere else did there loom up 
two houses’ in a row with anten- 


nae. Most of the sets were strung |’ 


together, they could hardly be 
termed “constructed,” by the boys 
ae it was in the early days of 
American radio development. 

Even phonograph records ‘de- 
light this group of listeners, open- 
ing up what is really a new world. 
Here is a class of people who get 
the advantage of education along 
many lines that otherwise would be 
im possible. 

Yet they can hear but two or 
three stations, broadcasting at Ir- 
reguiar intervals. The high wave- 
lengths of principal reception is 
reported and a distant station is 
heard, which is an event to them.

Calling to His side heaven's fa- 
vyorite angel—-the Angel of Suf- 
fering—-he laid the poor man’s 
child in the arms of the angel and 
whispered: Sorrow, thou 


best loved child of heaven and 
earth, take thou this whild and 
rear him for me and make him 
great. Plant his feet with thorns, 


cut his little feet with sharp rocks, 


load his young back with heavy 
burdens, pull out of his arms 
everything that he loves, break 
his heart a thousand times, like 
a box of alabaster ointment, until 


he is strong by burden bearing and 


sympathetic through suffering to 


the sigh of any black child.”

The tribute with its\ striking 


figure of speech is fitting as to 


Abraham Lincoln. His was a life of 
early hardship and privation, of 
later sorrow and tragedy. Yet the 


poverty and hardships which fill 
his young life were perhaps min- 


istering angels in disguise, for they 
helped to form the rugged strength 
of character and determination that 
carried him through great crises. 


There was a profound sadness in 


his nature underlying the genial 
and homely humor so character- 
istic of him. The very sorrows of 
his heart heightened the humor 
glinte that flashed through _ his 


speech. His humor was of a kind 


that never hurt nor stung. It 


was the kind that is said to be akin 
to intuition. It was kindly and 
genuine like himaglf. 


It was a very whirlpool wf 
contending forces that swirled 
about him as the ruler of the 
nation. There were many knotty 


problems to be solved, many inter- 


woven strands of significant im- 
portance to be untangled between 
the Union and the Confederacy. 
As the difference became impossinle 
to adjust without civil war the 
burdens loaded upon his back in-/| 
ereased in quantity and wetght. 
They pressed upon his heart until 
it almost broke with pity for the 


suffering of those he came to 


suffering of those who performed 


rescue from bondage and (“for 
rescue work at the high behest 


ef the nation. It might truly be 


said that his cup overflowed with 


sorrow. Perhaps that is why we 
love him. «The people we like 
best to know are not those whose 
paths in life have been over beds 


of roses. 


While we all crave happiness 


we nevertheless know that sorrow 
and trial are often angels of mercy. 
Suffering brings out the noblest 
and best in us. or it crushes the 
spirit. It rounds out and devel- 
opes character’ as nothing else 
can, or it hardens and brutalizes. 
Tt all depends upon the material 
we have to work with at the start 
The truly great have suffered at 
some point or at all points and 


have become greater thereby. The 


weak merely succumb. 

The experience of the martyred 
President seems to puncture certain 
bubbles of psychology affirmations. 
The “Be good and you'll be happy” 


philosophy does not work out as 


it should according to its formulas. 


‘Another saying which comes to us 
with dignity of age seems a bit 


nearer the truth, namelyl “We 
cannot all be happy but we can all 


be good.” It is doubtful if Abra- 


ham Lincoln wag ever really happy. 


There are natures that seem born 
to sorrow. They begin in early 


childhood to bear burdens for 
others and later on are weighted 


down with care. Something seems 
to be reflected within the soul as 


from some past tragic experience. 


We call them “old children.” None 
of us know what they have locked 
up within their consciousness. 
Life usually begins to use them 
roughly from their cradle days. 


They must fight their way through 
seemingly insurmountable diffi- 


culties and triale. Then, when they 
almost grasp the prize they huve 


struggled for, it is snatched from 


them, or they are snatched from 
it by death. We say of them. 
“Fate has used them roughly” and 


our pity goes out to them Yet 


after all, are they to be pitied? 


Ie it not fine to be thus trained 
by the Angel of Suffering /o-

Federal Attorney Honored 
by Friday Society | 
Speaker Sees Women’s Help 
as Large Factor

Mabel Walker Willebrandt, who 
bas long been an active member 
of the Friday Morning Club was 
made an honorary member at the 
last session when she spoke before 
@ large luncheon audience in the 
banquet hall of the clubhouse on: 
“My Work That the Club Wom- 
en Do.” 

She spoke feelingly of the hon- 
or bestowed upon her by her home@- 
town club, which w the largest in 
the federation and told how each 
Friday she visualizes the club as 
meeting not as today in the beaut 
ful new home, but as she had 
long known it as gathering in the 
historic old building. 

“From today, a memorable one 
for me, I shall visualize you to- 
gether in this beautiful structure,” 
she said, “and I want to talk of 
the things that come within my 
jurisdiction, because I do not think 
you begin to realize how great & 
part you, as a part of the General 
Federation of Women’s play 
in accomplishing things that we 
seem to do in Washington.

“Because you have kept close 
watch of my work in prohibition 
I am not going to speak of that.

In the line of street paving, Los Angeles has an 
ambitious program before her for the coming year. 
At the rate petitions for new improvements are com- 
ing im and at the rate Chief City Inspector Roock is - 
pushing forward the construction work, the year 
should see about 220 miles of permanent paving of 
all kinds laid, as compared te 180 miles in 1925. In 
this general improvement line for the city, the year 
should see new public improvements of all kinds (to 
up the city’s work generally, such as street pave- 
ments, storm drains, bridges, sanitary sewers, etc.) 
valued at about $25,000,000 completed. The public 
improvements of this clase in 1925 totaled $17,000,000. 

Of course, the city is bound to experience some 
geographical growth this year. Possible annexations 
during the year may include Santa Monica, Inglewood, 
Bell, Burbank, Maywood and Albambra. The citizens 
of these communities have given notice and have 
obtained permission from the Los Angeles City Coun- 
cil to circulate petitions in those places to vote on 
annexation to Los Angeles. 

One of the county’s major buflding projects for the 
. year of particular interest to Los Angeles will be the 
erection of the first unit of the new general hospital, 
for which plans have been approved by the Board 
of Supervisors. Completion of this first unit will add 
immensely to the county's capacity to care for the 
sick, as it will be one of the largest hospitals on the 


coast. 
Huge Expenditure 


The completed hospital will represent an invest- 
ment of $8,000,000, but the plans for the first unit, 
which alone have been approved so far, involve an 
expenditure of $5,750,000, according to estimates by 
Supervisor J. H. Bean. 

The new building will be erected east of the 
site of the present general hospital, between Griffin 
avenue end Marengo street. The construction will 
be fire and quake-proof. 

Architecturally, the new building will be almost

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LOCAL ARTISTS ACHIEVE TRIUMPH SHRINE 
Two Brothers Forget Former Adversity in Success & 
of Stage Paintings for New Civic Auditorium 


HILE thousands . 
cheered and ap- 
plauded when the great | 
curtain rose at the Shrine 
Civic Auditorium pre- 
miere recently and_re- 
yealéd a scenic splendor | 
and brilliance seldom wit- 
nessed before on a stage, ~ | 
there was one whg leered. _ 
Yet that one—invisible to 
the throng—was responsible, 
in a great degree, for the 


triumph of art at which the 
cheers, as well as the leer, 


were directed. It was the 
specter of adversity—gaunt 
wolf of hunger and priva- 
tion—which bared its fangs 
in disgust and disappoint- 
ment and slunk away as the * 
salvos of applause surged up 
from the multitude in the 
auditorium into the deepest 
recesses and highest cor- 
ners of the largest stage in 
America. 

Unobserved, too, by the 
throng were two men, who 
sat silent but smiling as the 
applause swelled to thunder- 
ous tones, then died away in 
reverberant echos through- 
out the mammoth building. 
Their eyes were bright with- 
the joy of triumph and suc- 
cess, but their minds bridged 
over a period 6f almost twen- 
ty years and took them back 
to a little Spanish cellar cafe 
in El Paso, Texas. 

For there it was that Juan 
Larrinaga, elder of the two. 
brothers who created the 
wonderful stage scenery for 
the Shrine Civic Auditorium, 
found himself ““broke” and 
hungry and waging a losing . ; 


_ fight with that same specter 


of adversity that leered and faded from the picture a 
week ago ladt night. 


- Back of the scenes—more appropriately, perhaps, back | 


of the scenery—lay the colorful and most melodramatic 
story of the Larrinaga brothers, Juan and Mario, in whose 
studio at 10238 North Western. avenue, the artistic crea- 
tions were conceived. 


Juan was born in Lower California, and was educated 
- in Los Angeles, being graduated in 1900 from St. Vin- 
_ cent’s College. Immediately after completing his course 


at college, Juan set forth on a tour, of the Latin-American 
countries, visiting Mexico, South America, and virtually 
all of the Central American countries during the course 
of a ten-year period. During all this time, Juan’s hobby 
was painting, but he had no idea of entering a career 
of art: 

STRANDED WITH TROUPE 


In 1907, while traveling with-a Spanish opera troupe as. 


interpreter, Juan was stranded in E] Paso when the opera 
company suddenly hit financial rocks. Broke, hungry 
and with no place to sleep, Juan spent several days look- 
ing for work of any kind. In despair one evening, he 
stepped into a Spanish cellar cafe, from which came 


sounds of gayety and laughter. There he hoped to pass 


a few hours and attempt to forget his troubles. 

The cellar cafe was equipped with a well-stocked bar 
and patrons were being entertained by several typical 
Spanish senoritas, dressed in colorful costumes, and danc- 
ing to rhythmical tunes accentuated by the clicking of 
eastanets. Juan noticed an unfinished painting on one 
of the walls of the cafe and hope came into his breast. 
The visitor asked the proprietor whether he wished to 
have the painting completed and, on assent, set to work 
with borrowed brushes and paints. 

The painting was intended to portray characters from 


amiong the patrons of the cafe, so Juan sat on a high 


stool, painting from living models while beautiful Spanish 
senoritas swayed and stamped to the music of Old Madrid. 


Occasionally, the proprietor would carry to the painter 


 g “schooner*’ of foaming beer and Juan would pause for 
@ moment to quaff its contents. During the two or three 
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days that it took Juan to finish the painting, meals and a 


bed were furnished by the cafe proprietor, who later re- 
quested him to paint murals on the other walls of the 
cafe. He'worked there for about a month and earned 
enough money to launch him on the career he had sud- 
denly made up his mind to follow. 


From El Paso, Juan went to Bisbee, Ariz., where he 
painted his first scenery and settings in a vaudeville 
theater. From there, he went to Douglas, Ariz., doing 


thesame type of work. Then, for a period of two years, 


he was in the employ of W. T. Tupper, now manager of 
the Ambassador Auditorium in Los Angeles. Tupper 
owned a chain of theaters in Arizona at that time and 
he contracted with Juan to paint settings and scenery for 

While in Tupper’s employ, by a bitter stroke of fate, 
Juan’s hands and arms were badly burned in an accident 
and he was virtually incapacitated. His family lived in 
Tucson, Ariz., at that time, and his brother, Mario, who 
was 12 years of age, attended school there. 

Mario showed strong artistic inclination at that time. 
and his skill was recognized in the school he attended. 
He was the “champion map drawer” and was called on 
to draw_maps on blackboards in most of the classrooms. 
At Christmas time, he drew holly decorations and at 
Easter time he decorated the blackboards with picturiza- 
tions of rabbits, eggs and other symbols of the season. 


Juan Larrinaga, faced with the fact that scenery must 
be painted for his employer, thought of Mario, his little 
brother. With the idea that Mario would be able to 
help him dress and could probably aid him somewhat in 
the work, Juan sent for his brother. Mario left school 


and went to Globe, Ariz., where Juan was to paint three — 


complete changes of scenery for a stock company theater. 

Seated on the bare stage, with both arms bandaged, Juan 

taught his 12-year old brother the rudiments of paint- 

ing scenery. He told him which brushes to use, how to 

mix colors, what strokes to make on the canvas, and vir- 

tually directed every movement that Mario’s brush made.

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In that way, the three changes of scenery were completed 


and Mario astonished even his brother with his skill. 
After a month, Juan had recovered and sent Mario 
back to school in Tucson, but in his mind there was a 


determination that the little brother would one day be 
at work again with him. Juan completed his contract 


with Tupper and went to Tucson where he established a 
small studio. One day a representative of a Los Angeles 
decorating studio saw Juan’s painting and advised him 
that in the metropolis of the Pacific Coast lay his best 


opportunity. 
; CAME TO LOS A 

In 1911, Juan followed that advice and traveled from 

Tucson to Los Angeles. After the first year he sent for 


_ Mario, who was about 16 years of age then. During the 


last fifteen years, Juan has been connected with local art 
studios in the capacity of art director and head designer 
and his work has been lauded for its originality. Mario 
was engaged during that period in free lance work for 
the most part and in painting art titles, making “glass 
shots,” and miniature settings for the large film studios. 
_ Six months ago, the fondest dream of the two was 
realized. They launched the firm of Larrinaga Brothers, 
and opened their studio., The studio, itself, is as unusual 


_ gs the story of thé brothers for they have designed and 


created almost everything in it. The reception room con- 
tains Batiks and Sumatran panels, and the studio proper 
is furnished as a drawing ‘room with furniture of antique 
charm made by the brothers. ‘ pees

_ Then came their greatest stroke of success. Compet- 
ing against some of the largest studios in the country, the 
Larrinaga Brothers were awarded the contract to paint 
curtains and stage settings for the $2,500,000 Shrine Civic 
Auditorium, the finest show-house in the United States. 


“Now is our great opportunity,” Juan told Mario. “We 


must create masterpieces and make this mammoth stage 
as attractive as it is big.” | | 


It was a “great opportunity”—probably the largest 


 eontract of the kind ever awarded in the country. But 


the work must be done rapidly for only three months 
from the time they awarded the contract, the Shriners 
wanted to open their auditorium. 

“‘We must do the job and have it ready before the time 


allotted,” the brothers agreed. So they began immediate- 


ly- with their plans. To fail meant, perhaps, another 
struggle with the specter of adversity.. , 

Miniature curtains and settings were made to a scale 
of one-quarter of an inch to the foot, exact in every de- 
tail. These miniatures were built of cardboard, plaster 
and wood, and were used as models in the actual paint- 
ing and construction of the great curtains and settings on 
the Shrine stage.

It is: “What is the attitude of 
our national mind toward music 
and what attitude ought we to set 
ourstives to assume?” 

At present the American atti- 
tude is pretty generaliy that of the 
payee; the generous and induigent 
subscriber who digs up the money. 
and trusts to the honesty of those 
whom he supposes to know more 
about music than he. In line 

his present paternal attitude 
toward the world he hopes that 
his children will really know what 
it is all about when they assume 
the purse-strings. But at the 
present rate of easy acceptance of 
the music and the performers of | 
others, will they? | 

At this moment Jazz, tn ite bor- 
rowed finery of opera and concerto 
forms, is parading the East under 
the clever chaperonage of Deems 
Taylor, Gershwin and others. It 
is hailed by many musicians who 
ought to know better but who 
can not bear being off the band- 
wagon, as America’s contribution 
to the world's music.” It isn't. If 
it were we should deserve to be 
elbowed aside as “the vulgar rich” 
and to accept without protest the 
crumbs thrown to outsiders.

HAZARD’S PORTRAITS 
AT CANNELL-CHAFFIN 


The genuine artist, the man of a 
fecund creative impulse, does not 


content himself with doing ohe 
thing well. He must do many 
things well. He is tmpelled to 


play many parte. He paints, he 
models, he writes, he composes. 
Or, if he does not attempt all these 
things, he explores the entire do- 
main ae branch of 
Arthur . who ex- 
hhibiting eleven portraits at the 
Cannell-Chaffin Galleries, could 
write if he would. Of that I am 
sure, because I have experienced 
the alertness of his highly culti- 
vated mind, ite keenly critical 
trend. Perhaps he has written. 


Pasadena 


of his time and milieu-—-and he is 
still in his middle years. 

However, if he hasn't yet written 
prose or poetry, he has undoubt- 
ediy been an explorer in paint, an 
exploiter of his talent with the 
brush. He has painted, through 
the years of his activity, innumer- 
able portraits of men, women and 
children: he has given us genre 
subjects and important historical 
paintingse—or, rather, commemo- 
rative paintings whose content is 
highly imaginative and spiritual. 
Too, he has given us many delight- 
ful studies in the medium of water 
color, landscapes and street scenes 
suggested with a delightful crisp- 
ness of touch. His larger pictures, 
as well as his portraits, are, of 
course, in oil. 

After the great war, Hazard, 
though an American, was com- 
missioned by the Daughters of the 
Empire of Canada and England to 
paint the memorial picture that 
they presented to the Canadian 
government with great ceremuny 
in Toronto. The subject of the 


painting, “Not Unto Death, But 
Unto Life Eternal,” was chosen 
as a memorial to the mothers 


whose sons had lost their lives on 
the other side. It depicts ithe 
Christ placing the crown of im- 
mortality upon the brow of a 
Canadian signal boy killed in ac- 
tion. 

Other works by Hazard that 
have international importance are: 
“Conscience,” painted for En- 
giand in 1916; “Not by Might” and 
“The Spirit of the Armistice,” 
painted in 1918 for the United 
States government and now owned 
by the National Museum at Wash- 
ington: “The Spirit of Service,” 
1922, official Red Cross memorial 
picture, Red Cross Museum, Wash- 
ington. 

These large canvases are endur- 
ing works, and have added much 
fto the reputation that Hazard had 
already won through his portraits. 
After their completion he _re- 
turned with renewed vigor and eff- 
thusiasm to his early chofce, for 
he delights in humanity and has 
an unerring fiair for character. 
A .resident of Santa Barbara for 
some years and now a citizen of 
Los Angeles, his later’‘portraits are 
almost all of them counterfeit 
presentmentse of people of our 
town. And not a few'of them are 
children, whom he paints with 
sympathetic understanding. They 
are difficult models, but they are 
worth all the trouble they make 
for the painter. At any rate, Haz- 
ard finds them to be so. 

Hazard's brushwork is forceful 
and direct, and he is not afraid of 
color. He models with a sculptor's 
ease and sureness, thus attaining 
great solidity of form. His sit- 
ters are alive in every sense of 
the word. Look at the three- 
dimensfonal vitality of the portrait

This is portrait 
painting at its best. 

Hazard’s love fér color stands 
him in good stead in his portraits 
of women, for, like all painters, he 
has the feminine instinct for all 
the attractive hues of modern 
raiment and for the grace of its 
lines, especially as expressed in 
the things that women trail over 
their shoulders. We find this love 
of grace and color in such por- 
traits as those of Mrs. Charles Be- 
dell Hervey, Mrs. W. C. McDuffie, 
Mrv. Engle-and that charming one 
of a lovey! old lady seen in profile, 
Mre, Lord. 

The portrait of Charles Baad, 
Esq, has the honest directness 
that characterizes all Hazard's 
presentrnents of men—and of wom- 
en and children, too, for that mat- 
ter, for our artist offers no flat- 
tering paliiatives, though he may 
on oceasion heighten the color of 
a complexion. His honesty of ap- 
proach may be the reason for such 


important commissiofe as his

The drawing 
found, emotion steps in, assumes 
command, and paints the picture. 
Roth intellect and emotion are 
needed in the equipment of an 
artist—and John Frost has them 
to a marked degree, though some- 
times thd guiding intellect is more 
faithful in duty than is absolute- 
ly necessary desirat-le. 

Diffused light and broken color—

LANDSCAPING 


SUGGESTIONS. 


Though one possesses only «4 
small yard, it js a pleasure to have 
a rose garden: The rose plot may 
consist of only a dozen bushes or 
less, but every bush “will repay its 
care in beautiful roses. Now i« the 
time to set out new bushes for ear- 
ly spring blooms. 

Clinibing roses can be tucked in 
corners, against the house. or set 
to grow over trellises, a summer 
house or gateway. But bush roses 
will do best set in the open. in a 


sunny exposure, preferaoly east- 
ern or southern. 
The ideal soll for roses is a 


heavy rich soll such as clay or 
adobe. If the land is not rich, 
well-rotted manure should be 
worked in before the bushes are 
set. Sandy soll will be improved 
with the addition of loam and Vveg- 
etable matter. “as? 

Plenty of space should be al- 
lowed between the roses, three 
feet being a good distance to set

the bushes when planting them in 
a row or in a bed.

‘The Merced bridges tnclude one 
ever Bear Guich. a reit.forced con- 
erete span, 165 feet long, one over 
‘Btate Guich, forty-eight feet in 
lenath; and a third over Sweet- 
water Creek, forty feet long. On 
the iatter two alternate bide for 
Teinforced concrete structures and 
rubbie masonry bridges will be 
received.

-USE OF AUTO RAISES PAY 


A new slant on the benefits of 
the ownership of an automobile by 
what is commonly called “the mid- 
dle class” is contained in a letter 
received a few days ago frem 
H. M. Jewett, president of the 
Paige-Detroit Motor Car Com- 
peny, manufacturer of Paige and 
Jewett cars, by J. M. Sterling.

Recovery of Stolen Automobiles Greater in 1925 Than 


revious Y ears 


Such are the highlights of a4 
preliminary survey ef the auto 
theft situation gleaned from  re- 
ports of the Los Angeles city and 
county law-enforcing authorities 


and the theft buréau of the Auto- 
mobile Club of Southern Califor- 
nia. It is shown that car thefts 
have numbered ap*roximately 8600 
during 1925, while recoveries have 
totaled about 5800. With figures 
of the Automobile Club of South- 
ern California revealing that 
gain of over one-fourth has been 
made in the arrest of automobile 
thieves over the year before, it is 
expected that the same increase 
has held true for the city and the 
county enforcing agencies. 


RECORD SATISFACTORY 


The recovery of stolen cars in 
1924 only totaled 4165, although 
6568 cars were stolen Mm Los An- 
geles during that year. “So, with 
the motor car thief craftier than 
he has ever been before, the rec- 
ord of the past year is considered 
satisfactory, comparatively speak- 
ing, by executives in the business 
of enforcing the law. 

Every month has shown — 
evidence of the cunningness of the 
persons who engage in the busi- 
ness of stealing motor cars, ac- 
cording to Walter Wood, head of 
the theft bureau of the Automo- 
bile Club of Southern California. 
“Changing the leopard’s spots” by 
repainting the stolen machines is 
but part of it, he points out, since 
the year has seen recoveries of 
cars that had tires and other ac- 
cessories replaced by others, li- 
cense syd engipe numbers chanced 
and other changes made, usually 
in the confines of a rented private 
garage, cars that had been shipped 
across the country by train, or 
driven across the Mexican border. 
Many other novel schemes have 
been tried, but all these have been 
rather effectively met by the coun- 
ter attacks of .the Intelligent op- 
eratives of **- law forces of the 
city, county, the big motoring or- 
ganization of this section, and the 
government. 


REPORT THEFTS 

Officials on all highways teading 
out of this section are advised of 
thefts immediately afterward when 
the losses have bee revorted, so 
that these avenues of escape have 
been hard trails for the culprNs. 
The daily bulletins of the automo- 
bile club which list the cars stolen 
during the preceding twenty-four 
hours are sent to over 1700 indi- 
viduals, police, sheriffs, constables, 
marshals, garagés and other places 
jwhere stolen machines are likely 
to be seen. Frequent telegraphic 
messages are dispatched to huh- 
dreds of cities and towns through- 
out the country on all main arteries 
leading fror: the State which the 
thief who fas successfully driven 
a stolen car through the southern 
California barriers might tfrevel. 
Circulars naming rewards for ihe 
recovery of the car and the arrest 
and conviction of the thief are also 
sent out by the auto club to more 
than 7000 places in all parts of the 
country when a cil» b-insured car 
has been stolen and not recovered 
in a reasonable time. Similar 
methods of getting police co-opera- 
tion frum all sections are in vogue 
in the city and county auto detail 
forces, thus forming a strong de- 
fense against even the most intelli- 
gent practices of the auto thieves. 


GET CO-OPERATION 


Motor car losses by theft have been apprectably diminished. during 
the past year in comparison with preceding years, since the automobile 
recoveries as well as the arrest of thieves have greatly increased and !t 
is considered that the thefts have not gained in proportion to the 
growth of car registrations in this section.

During the two and one-half 
years Warren has owned his Nash 
he has driven the car 25.988 milés 
at an exact cost, including depre- 
ciation, storage and repainting, he 
says, of just six and nine-tenths 
cents per. mile.

EW fruits, if any, may boast of greater 
or more sustained popularity than the 
grape. The ancients sang of it, per- 

haps because of it, for we must remember 
that 76 per cent of the grape is juice, and 
its consumption in the fresh state has sel- 


' dom been chronicled as a dietetic feature 


of those frolicseme times. We moderns con- 
tinue to sing its praises, not because we like 
the juice less, presumably, but because we 
value its iron more. 

The conservative or uninformed 
ug may care little, or know nothing, of the 
virtues of grape-iron in fighting off that 3 
o'clock fag, but all together we agree that 
for delicious and healthful eating the grape 
concedes ne superior. In thus awarding the 
diamond-studded Croix de Excellence, we 
include the faithful, pinch-hitting raisin and 
the refreshing summer drink popularized by 
Mr. Welch and others. 

Whether to credit the grape with having 
made California famous or vice versa is a 
matter of argument, but over 680,000 acres 
in vineyard im the State speak for them- 
selves with sufficient eloquence. The en- 
tire deciduous fruit. acreage leads this fig- 
ure by only a comparatively small margin. 
Fortunes have been made from grapes by 
the skillful and by opportunists. Loss and 
ruin have followed in the wake of frenzied

WHAT T@ PLANT? 


” Answer: Choice table varieties. This may 
appear to be rather abrupt, and applies, of 
course, to the situation in general, allowing 
for no exceptions, which, of course, are al- 
ways worthy of consideration in a discussion 
of specific cases. in general, however, the 
brightest possibilities before the small-scale 
professional grower lie in the table grape. 
The amateur home gardener may hopefully 
plant any kind of grape his taste,.constitu- 
tion or thirst may require.

Excess Zeal in Planting Puts Naughty Juice in Jeopardy—Rai- 


sin an Uncertain Quantity for South—Good “Eating” Crapes Go- ¢ 
ing Big on Markets—Standard and New Varieties

Having thus successfully (7) jumped the 
wine grape hurdle, let us agree, at 
for the sake of this discussion, that the 
table grape is the most virtuous of the three 
brothers, and therefore most deserving of ties. 
patronage by local fruit growers: All is not 
roses here either. Tons and tons of table 
grapes are thrown on the market each year 
until at. times the trade seems to 
swamped. Yet how much of this stock is 
inferior in quality, of ordinary varieties, 
carelessly grown, packed and transported, 
and stale when the ultimate consumer parts 
with a quarter in exchange for 
a bagful? 

It is the writer’s belief based upon 
observation and growers’ experiences, that 
the great Los Angeles fresh fruit market 
will take larger quantities of really good 
grapes at fair prices. The usual large-scale 
trade channels may not greet the new ar- 
rivals with open arms at first, as.long as 
cheap Thompsons, Malagas, and Muscats

This favorable condition is contingent up- 
on several factors. The market must not be 
flooded. Small-scale, careful production, as 


be a sideline with other crops, rather than 


large-scale development, is desirable. Grapes 
must be properly grown. By this is meant 
the production of large.cilusters of good- 
sized well-flavored berries, free from scar- 
ring and disease. Proper pruning, training, 
irrigation, and even some thinning are the 
outstanding principles to follow. These well 
grown grapes must be picked, sorted and 
delivered to market with equal care. The 
varieties should be those which stand high 
in public favor, or, if new, show superiority 
in flavor, appearance, and adaptability. 

An old standard variety, if by reason of 


superior culture and harvesting it can out- 


those lots dumped here from distant 
vineyards, may prove to be quite profitable 
in the hands of enterprising grower-sales- 
men. On the other hand, new varieties of 


exceptional merit appearing on local stands 


are apt to make brilliant bids for popularity 
in competition with the ordinary stuff con- 
signed to Los Angeles when eastern mar- 
kets and raisins are in the dumps. Grant- 
ing that a certain low-price demand exists, 
and without unreasonable optimism, one 
may be rightfully confident of the demand 
for real quality fruit and the existence of 
money with which to pay for it. 


"WARE THE MARKET GLUTTERS 


Even such an absurd old campaigner as 
the Muscat has a chance, if properly grown, 
displayed and sold to people who have been 
disgusted by the wilted, straggly and partly 
decayed piles displayed in the past yet who 
prize it for its delicious, distinctive flavor. 
In general, however, other varieties than 
those subject to market glutting stand a 
better chance. 

The Emperor, leader among late table 
grapes, generally commands good prices 
and grows well in Los Angeles cmd 
pecially in warm sections free from nie 
frost. Its great virtue lies in the size and 
showiness of its’ clusters, together with at- 
tractive dark red color, keepifig quality, 
and maturity after the poor fruit is off the 
market. Cornichon is a favorite here and 
thrives under local conditions. It is the long 
black grape appearing in the late markets. 
Culturalty, it demands much the same care 
and environment as the Emperor.

According to a statement issued by B. A. 
Harrigan, county horticultural commission- 
er, the lettuce area this year is 24,056 acres, 
divided among the various neighborhoods as 
follows: Brawley, 7135; Calexico, 2930;; 
Calipatria, 1380; El Centro, 6181; Heber, 
3935; Holtville, 2400; Imperial,.95.. Sawdy 
& Hunt are the largest growers, with 2380 
acres. to this division, there are 
8515 acres in the north end of the valley 
and 16,541 acres in the south end. The fol- 
lowing operators have 600 or more acres:

The first car of the season was shipped o, 
out November 30. There had been consid- 
erable express shipments before that date. 
Owing to the cool weather, the crop ripened 
slowly. The early rains in Decembér caused 
a loss of from 15 to 20 per cent in the fields 
where the lettuce was ready to cut. The 
market has been good from the first and al- 
though no one has made big money from his 
lettuce so far, every grower is believed to 
have made a profit above the cost of produc: 
tion. Up to this time sizes have been good, 
fours and fives predominating, but owing 
to the unusually cool weather, sizes no doubt 
will be smaller from now on. Loss by frost 
is not feared. 

According to all reports, the crop this sea- and 
son is ‘better than for several years past. 
Insect pests that usually get in their work 
early did very little damage. The damage 
by brown blight was insignificant. The 
weather has been cold and there has been 
some frost but not enough to cause slime, a 
condition that makes the lettuce unfit to 
ship. Because of cold weathér the crop has 
not matured rapidly, but the result -has 
been larger and more solid heads, and in all 
respects better lettuce. According to the 
horticultural comntissioner, the avefage pro- 
duction in the valley this year. will be about 
200 crates to the acre, as against 100 last 
year. Yields of 300 and 400 crates to the 
acre are re but 
such yields are rare and follow fertilizetion 
and intensive cultivation. ‘

not have been held up as it has been by the 


railroads alone. The first steps for a union 
station were taken ten years ago; the Inter- 
state. Commerce Commission approved the 
plan only a few months ago. The roads 
would have seen the handwriting on the 
wall and yielded long ago bat for the back- 
ing of selfish or misguided but influential 
citizens of this community. We would have 
a union depot now, and probably with it a 
new line or.two, but for the obstructionist 
tactics of men who, although in some in- 
stances undoubtedly disregardfy! of inter- 
ests other than their own, ought to have bet- 
ter sense than to oppose a program so cal- 
culated to help all Southern California. And 
yet these same obstructionists are trying to 
pull the rush act on behalf of the roads by 
screaming about “unnecessary delays in 
getting the railway situation untangled.” 
They would have Los Angeles and Southern 
California forfeit vital future assets in order 
that, to hear them talk, we might “get some- 
thing done to solve the transportation 
problem.”

ONTARIO.— The annual election of Cali- 
fornia Co-operative Canneries held recently 
in San Franciseo by stockholders of the as- 
sociation, resulted in the seating of two On- 
tario men on the board of trustees and the 
naming of a prominent Ontario grower to 
the presidency of the organization and chair- 
manship of the board of directors. 

Benton Ballou of this city won the dis- 
tinctive honor of being elected president. J. 
H. Williams and C. N. Poe, both of Ontario. 
were seated as trustees, as were also Roger 
Bruce and A. R. Whitney of Hemet. In the 
election of directors Mr. Ballou and Mr. 
Bruce were chosen. Mr. Ballou was named 
chairman of the board. 

Affairs at the Ontario plant of the Co-op- 
erative Canneries are in excellent shape, 
it was reported, with practically all of the 
1925 pack shipped out. At present the 
local plant is turning out lime-sulphate 
spray for growers. Manufacture of. the 
spray has but recently been started and it 
will be distributed, the management says, to 
all growers, regardless of whether they are 
members of the association, practically at 
cost. It is the desire of the association to 
aid the growers in producing better fruit 
and cleaning up orchards for the 1926 sea- 


son. 
According to J. B. Southwell, field mana- 
ger for the California Co-operative Can- 
neries, the outlook for 1926 is decidedly 
baight. Growers were greatly encoiraged 
the banner crops raised last year, and 
with the assistance given in spraying their 
orchards, the same good fruit and perhaps a 
higher grade of fruit may be expected.

. These animals are purchased as feed- 
ers and finished on California grazing lands 
from Imperial Valley to Tehama county. 
During December, the State Department of 
Agriculture dipped 5423 cattle and 70,443 
sheep for scab cogtrol. In 1925, more than 
200,000 cattle were dipped. Cattle scab is 
caused by a parasite similar to that which 
produces sheep scab. The mite is smalier 
than a small pinhead; when full grown, the 
female is about one-fortieth of an inch 
long. .The female lays from _ fifteen 
to twenty-four eggs which hatch in 
threee or four days. Dipping kills the mites 
but may not destfoy all the eggs, which may 
hatch and cause reinfection. The mites 
make small wounds in the skin, which be- 
come inflamed, and cause intense itching. 
The surface grows moist and collects parti- 
cles of dirt, which harden in a yellowish 
gray scab. Infested cattle become run- 
down and are unfit for market.

HOUSE ILLUMINATION 

House illumination ought to be a subject 
given a great deal more attention than is 
at present given. A casual inspection of 
the great majority of homes reveals 
electric Illumination is unscientific, 
injurious, irritating and destructive to 
mal vision. We shouki give as much 
tention t6 house illumination as one does 
to sanitary plumbing or to building material. 
In fact, it is even more important. — 

All lights should be shaded. Under an 
circumstances shouli we permit illumina- 
tion in which we have a direct glare of the 
light or its reflection. - Intense light shouhi 
always be dulled. There are various pleas- 
ing colors which will do this beneficially. 
Green and biue are perhaps the best.

It does 
net require @ large expense to convert @ 
glaring, harsh light, into one that is soft 
and pleasing. The effect on the eye is then 
restful instead of irritating. 

For those who suffer from eye strain, 
due to exeessive reading, the solution, most 
assuredly, does not lie in stronger glasses. 

When we overwork the body, we give ita 
rest. When we overwork the eye, the same 
principle should apply. Give them a rest 


of the eye and treat of some specific condi- 
tions, principally nearsightedness farsight- 
edness, and that all too popular condition 
known as astigmatism.
